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1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with David Tener on 6/6/08. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

On page 3 of the specification, please delete lines 18 through 20 and insert 
therefore "the features as described herein." 
Please cancel claim 30. 

In claim 24, after "at least one hydrophobic organic silicon compound" please 
insert "and an epoxysilane compound". 

In claims 35 and 36, after "hydrophobically modified polysiloxanes having" please 
delete "alkyl and/or". 

In claims 24 to 29, please change the claim status identifier form "Withdrawn" to 
"Original". 

In a telephone call to David Tener, the Examiner requested that applicants delete 
reference to polysiloxanes having alkyl groups in claims 35 and 36. These new claims 
were added to distinguish the hydrophobic organic silicon compound from those found 
in the prior art. The Examiner noted to applicants' representative that upon the inevit- 
able, inherently occurring hydrolysis of the methyl and ethyl silanes in the prior art, an 
alkyl polysiloxane will form, resulting in a final product that would be comparable to that 
claimed. The hydrophobically modified polysiloxanes having alkyl groups compound 
was too broad to adequately distinguish it from the prior art. As now claimed (after the 
above Examiner's Amendment), none of the organic silicon compounds in claims 35 or 
36 are taught or suggested, explicitly or inherently, by the prior art. The methyl and 
ethyl silanes in Ahola et al. fail to render obvious the selection of a C 8 -18 alkyl group, or 
any of the other hydrophobic groups found in these claims. 
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Claim 19 is allowed for reasons of record. 

The Examiner has rejoined the non-elected method claims 24 to 29 and has 
amended claim 24 to include reference to the epoxysilane that is required in claim 19. 
This also has resulted in the cancellation of claim 30. 

The Examiner amended the specification to delete the confusing reference to 
claims that no longer are pending.
